of our men and wounding twelve. They 
were subsequently repulsed 
by five 


companies of the. First Washington-- 
and three companies of the Twelfth 
infantry. There are i'.idications that 
a considerable force of th« enemy are 
gathered ln> that vicinity. 


The insurgents are constructing 


breastworks on the shore of Laguna 
de Bay, and have on<} piece of artil- 
lery mounted. 


Another Conference Today*

Otis Emphatically Refused Armistice on 


Conditions Asked 


Manila. April 29—[Special]—A sec- 


ond conference between Gen. Otis and 
the Filipinos took place this morning 
and lasted three hours. 
It was again 


without result. Admiral Dewey and 
President Schurman of the Philippine 
comrr.isaion attended the parley. The 
Filipinos simply renewed their request 
made yesterday. They frankly admitted 
that the Filipinos were whipped and 
they knew it. Their contention, how- 
ever, was that Aguinaldo and the other 
leaders could not surrender without the 
sanction of the Filipino congress. 


Gen. Qtis emphatically refused the 


armistice on these conditions. It is be- 
lieved that the Filipinos will finally sur- 
render on the best terms possible. 


Manila, April 29.—CoJ. Arguelles and 


Lieut. Bernal, membei-s of insurgent 
Gen. Luna's staff, came through the 
American lines near Calumpit Friday 
morning and arrived in Mandla to con- 
sult with Gen. Otis regarding peace 
negotiations. They report that Aguin- 
aldo is :at San Isidor. 


In an interview with Gen. Otis at 


the former Spanish governor's palace 
la Malacanang the American com- 
mander said: 


'•'The insurgents thought that their 


position on the river bank at Calumpit 
was impregnable. 
There they made a 


successful stand against the Spaniards 
!n 1896. .Our success in storming their 
strong in-trenohments has demoralized 
them, and 'the people are ready to give 
up the fight. 
' "As to the emissaries which have 
been sent by G-en. Luna, my. opinion is 
that they desire to gain time. They 
say t'hat they wash to submit -the ques- 
tion of continuing the war or not to 
their congress, meeting in May. These 
leaders think that they represent the 
Filipino people. 


Absolute Surrender

"I answered' that I would be glad to 


receive emissaries from the insurgent 
congress, providing they came with a 
proposition for an absolute surrender. 
These were the only terms I could con- 
sider.

PASSING 
OF THE PASS. 


An anti-pass bill that fully covers the 


case has-been adopted by both branches 
of the legislature, and will soon become 
a law. Section one prohibits the offer- 
ing to any public officer of "any 
free 


pass or frank, or any privilege withheld 


. from any person, for the traveling ac- 


commodation or transportation of any 
property,' or the transmission of any 
message or communicalion." 


Section two prohibits the acceptance 


of such favors. 
Section three imposes a 


penalty for violation of from one to five 
years imprisonment, or a fine of from 
8200 to 81.000. Section four declares 
that no witness shall be priviledged 
from testifying, but that such witnesses 
shall not be liable to prosecution. Sec- 
tion five is the usual enacting clause. 


Thus has the republican -party kept 


faith with the people. 
The law appears 


to fully cover the ground, and applies to 
all public officers, state, county, munici- 
pal and township. 
Plans should now 


be made to enforce it to the letter and 
thus completely smother the iniquitous 
system. 


The Eoehr lobby bill is now a law, 


and hereafter all lobbyists will be com. 
pelled to register their names and state i 
their business. In addition the compa- 
nies, corporations, or persons employing 
lobbyists, will be required to file a state- 
ment of the expenses of .their represen- 
tatives within thirty clays after the ad- 
journment of the legislature.

On the grounds that Mr. ( (jrichton 


was incompetent to make a will, Annie 
Oakley and Margaret Moriarity,' daugh- 
ters of th,e deceased, residing at Milton, 
and Thomas Crichton. a son residing in 
Walworth county, contested the will. 


When the case was tried in Judge 


Sales' court, the court found in favor of 
the contestants. 


The niece, sister and nephew .then

Judge Bennett granted the petition, 


and the heirs then took an appeal from 
that order to the supreme court, which 
this week affirmed Judge Bennett's rul- 
ing.

THE NEW GAME LAW 


IS NOW IN EFFECT 


HUNTERS MUST NOT GO OUT 


TOMORROW. 


Warden Eilarson Gives Notice That 


All Violations of 
the Anti-Spring 


- 
;.. Shooting Regulation Will Be En- 


forced—"General Law" Becomes Ef- 
fective September I—Its Provisions 


Jancsville hunters should bear 
in 


mind the fact that the law against the 
shooting of ducks in the spring has gone 
into effect and that those who shoot 
Sunday will run the risk of being arrest- 
ed and prosecuted,..Under the old' law 
the open season.would have expired on 
Monday,.the first day of May, so the 
effect of the-new law will merely be this 
'•yeiir to cut the season short by two 
.'days. Reference has been made in the 
Madison dispatches to the game laws 
going into effect on the 1st of! Septem- 
ber. This is misleading, as this applies 
only to that section of the game laws 
relative to gun licenses. It is the close 
season for hunting birds and water fowl 
in this state from May 1 to the 1st. day 
of September, but the now law against 
spring shooting cuts it short this year 
by going into effect at once. Under the 
new game code the season will close on 
the first day of December 
after the 


season opens September 1. State Game 
Warden Eilarson has notified all of the 
deputies to enforce the law relative to 
spring shooting at once. 


The "General tnw" 


The "general law" provides that all 


resident hunters be required to pay an 
annual license oil. $1. It .is. however, 
provided that it shall not be necessary 
to pay any license to hunt prairie 
chickens and partridge, provided such 
hunting is done without a dog. If a 
dog is used a license must be paid. All 
non—resident hunters are to pay $10, 
non-residen't deer hunters are to pay 
$25. 
Provision is made for thirty depu- 


ty state wardens, and it is provided 
that the money received from licenses 
shall be used to pay these wardens. The 
bill is to go into effect September 1.
